MARCH ON PARIS 
WAS HITLER PLAN 


Munich, February 27.—Bavaria’s 
Fascisti dreamed of a new march 
across the Rhine to set aside the 
treaty of Versailles. 

That was the declaration of Dr. 
I'riedrich Weber, head of the Bava- 
rian Oberlandbund, in testifying 
Wednesday at the trial of General 
Ludendorff, Adolf Hitler and other 
participants in the “‘beer cellar revo- 
lution” which failed last November. 

Declaring that the Fascisti expect- 
ed to oust the Berlin regime peace- 
fully, Weber explained that they also 
intended to “break the Versailles 
treaty at any cost, and tear Ger- 
many'’s bonds asunder,” 

Weber’s Oberlandbund belxeved 
that Hitler was the best man to 
unite the nfonarchial organizations, 
and so joined his “storm troops” in 
the “beer cellar’ movement. 

Suppression of Marxism and inter- 
nationalism, as well as stimulation of 
a “firm national spirit’ in Germany 
were other aims of the Fascisti, Web- 
er said. 

Ex-Chief of Police Poehner. one of 
ithe defendants, testified that Hitler 
‘had intended to march on _ Berlin 
The fact that
